those laws. 


The extreme penalty should be as- 


sessed against anyone caught carry- 
ing deadly weapons. Society is so 
organized now that the individual 
warrior is a menace. 
Police depart- 


ments are created and kept for the 
protection of the individual and the 
community. 
The private 
gunman 


must go. 


Courts, 
officials, 
police 
depart- 


ments should make this determined 
crusade effective. 
The selling of 


arms by stores should be limited and 
kept ander strict watch. 


In fact the selling of deadly weap- 


ons should be very strictly limited 
to a very few doalers in any commu 
nit}-. 
The selling of such weapons 


should not be recognized as a legiti- 
mate means of making a profit. The 


some are now asking for ten cant 
street car lares Decatur should let 
the situation alone. 


It Is no secret that the local offi-

the company has only to ask and It 
will receive permission to ask higher 
fares.

Favorable response by the city 


council to the request of the city fire- 
men for the establishment of the 
double platoon system here at this 
time could hardly be expected.

War against war in ta.i community 


stould be revived. Tin " gun toter " 
ID a menace to peaceabl? citizens and 
a strict enforcement of th3 penalties 
provided by the law should be again 
established. 


When children seventeen years of 


•ge can secure guns and go out to 
rob, to kill if necessary, reputable 
citizens, it is time that the rules 
•gainst the selling, carrying and use 
of guns should be most rigidly en- 
forced, 
i 


Following 
the war when killing 


•was made the business ot millions of 
men and the training of the young 
men of the nation in the use of 
deadly weapons became the object of 
the world's greatest nations it is, 
perhaps, natural that a 
re-action 


against the peaceable laws of other 
days should occur, but it is quits 
plain that the rigid rules in regard 
to carrying arms must now be re- 
vived. 


In law the community is fairly 


•well protected against the gun car- 
rier, but in practice we fall altogether 
too far short of the enforcement of 
those laws. 


The extreme penalty should be as- 


sessed against anyone caught carry- 
ing deadly weapons. Society is so 
organized now that the individual 
warrior is a menace. 
Police depart- 


ments are created and kept for the 
protection of the individual and the 
community. 
The private gunman 


must go. 


Co-arts, 
officials, 
police 
depart- 


ments should make this determined 
crusade 
effective. 
The selling of 


arms by stores should be limited and 


some are now asking for ten cent 
street car fares Decatur should let 
the situation alone. 


It Is no secret that the local offi- 


cials of the street car company have 
protested aganst an increased fare 
when \t has been suggested by the 
men higher up that the state commis- 
sion should be asked for an increase 
to seven cents. 


Local officials believe that the in- 


creased fare means fewer rides and 
not enough additional money to justi- 
fy the advance. 
Their objection to 


the advance is not altruist'.c. Why 
they are willing to hold the fare at 
five cents is not so material to the 
persons who use the cars. They are 
simply interested In the twenty rides 
for a dollar fact. 


The fact that the franchise expires 


next year may have something to do 
with it. But, if possible, for the sake 
of those who must ride to and from 
their work, let us keep the fare at 
the present figure. 


Hectoring the street car company
